X EDGAR HOOVER, di- 
rector of the FBI, said the 
Jcharges involved a wave of

land Miami, where 
Jngs' or attempted borhb- 
ilnga have ' occurred since 
iJan. 1.' 

All nine of those named in 
the incUctment were arrested 
in Miamutoday, the FBI said. 
;.iThe innicfments, returned 
secretly yesterday by a fed- , 
eral grand jury in Miami, 
charged all nine defendants 
with conspiracy to violate U.S. 
neutrality laws. 

Hoover said the threats with 
which Bosch was charged 
were signed “Ernesto, gen- 
eral delegate of Cuban Pow- 
er.” Recently in a dramatic 
midnight news conference, the 
man identifying himself as 
Ernesto appeared with a hood 
and said Bosch would be- 
spokesman for the organiza- 
tion. Bosch later accepted.

, Althouglw4 h e indictriiehts 
did not charge specific bomb- 
ing attacks, which are not fed- 
eral crimes, the FBI said here 
Hoover’s statement was in re- 
ference to a wave of attacks 
on facilities of Spain, Mexico 
and Great Britain in the Unit- 
ed States. 

CONSULATES, Embassies, 
offices of government airlines 
and even jmvate automobiles ,

Miami police and victims of 
some bombings claimed ibat 
the majorify of attacks were 
acts of extortion, carried out 
to back up , demands . for 
money.
